• Potential Returns 
On Urban Renewal 
$ 


A group of leading construction, mortgage, 
and design authorities, in a round table discussion 
conducted recently by the magazine Architectural 
Forum, came to the conclusion that large-scale 
urban renewal is potentially the most profitable 
financial enterprise ever proposed to American 
cities. 
While these experts pointed first to the in­ 
creased tax revenues which redeveloped areas bring 
to cities, they also declared the gains might easily 
be doubled by savings resulting from less police 
and fire protection and other municipal services 


required in rehabilitated areas. 
The Architectural Forum s round table decided 
that an accelerated urban renewal program could 
replace the greater share of the nation's S18 billion 
slums with modern buildings within a decade. 
A report published in the current issue of the 
magazine says that the cities should profit most 
from these redevelopment undertakings in the 
form of immediately collectible and very much big­ 
ger real estate revenues. 
The business sponsors 
should also benefit, and so should the federal gov­ 
er n m e n t-th r o u g h taxes on the profits of new 
construction. 
It cited the example of a small Chicago project 
now underway. Th£re it is said taxes will rise from 
the current level of $7,500 to $58,000 a year, not 
to mention the saving through a lightened load on 
police, fire. and other public services. 
The magazine points up how undertakings of 
this kind fan out in their benefits. It says: “Every 
dollar spent on construction of new homes, new 
offices, new industrial or commercial establish­ 
ments. means other dollars are put into paint, 
furnishings, refrigerators, air conditioning, washing 
machines, garden machinery, and what else not, 
plus the fuels and electricity to operate them. 
“Every dollar spent on well-considered slum 
elimination rescues the trade of city commercial 
establishm ents that are now waning 
And every 
gain through improved public health and morale 
increase the productivity ‘and the taxable income) 
of the individual.**

Behind Dewey, at least in the 
minds of Cubans, was Julio Lobo, 
whose name 
in Spanish 
means

ed as the sugar-wolf of Cuba. Lobo 
owns 12 sugar mills, controls a big 
hunk of Cuba's sugar output, and 
had been buying up stock in Cuban- 
Atlantic with a view to taking it 
over. 
Associated with him was 
Dewey's client. John Loeb. 
However, Lobo has unorthodox 
ideas about taking Cuba out of the 
international sugar agreement. So. 
for this reason plus the fact that 
Cuba doesn’t want to encourage a 
sugar monopoly. President Batista 
blocked Lobo the wolfs raid on 
Cuban-Atlantic. 
He sent word to 
Lobo last January that his acquisi­ 
tion of the company would Tiot be 
sanctioned 
At this point, April 5, there en­ 
tered upon the scene: 
Ex-Gover­ 
nor Dewey. 
It was announced that 
John Loeb had bought out Lobo’s 
minority interest in Cuban-Atlantic 
and to c o n v i n c e 
the Cuban 
government that this was a fact. 
Thomas E. Dewey dutifully went to 
Havana. 
At this point some unfortunate 
things happened: 
Arthur Gardner, our well-mean­ 
ing ambassador to Cuba, gave a 
dinner for Dewey, April 9. To the 
dinner he invited Julio Lobo, the 
man who supposedly had bowed 
out of the sugar deal. Earlier that 


day sugar wulf Lobo had married 
the German fiancee to whom he 
had long been sugar daddy. 
De­ 
spite the honeymoon launched only 
that day. however. Lobo was at 
the dinner—along with Dewey and 
John Loeb, the man from whom 
supposedly he had parted company. 
Dewey’s job in Havana was to 
convince the Cuban government 
that sugar-wolf Lobo was out of 
the Cuban-Atlantic deal, and the 
fact that Lobo was at, the dinner 
convinced them of just the op­ 
posite. 


Mister Nothing 


As part of his Havana strategy. 
Dewey held a press conference. It 
was so vacuous that Cuban news­

SAN DIEGO, Calif., April 18 I* 
—John A. Heydler. 86, former 
president of the National Baseball 
League, died today. 
He died at a suburban rest home 
where he lived for the last several 
years as a virtual invalid due to 
poor 
health 
and 
eyesight. 
He 
leaves his widow who was with 
him when he died. 
Funeral services will be held 
here at 2 p.m. Friday at Cypress 
View Cemetery. 
Heydler was actively associated 
with professional baseball for 30 
years and was president of the 
National League from 1918 to 1934 
He was made honorary board 
chairman for life when he retired 
from the presidency because of 
failing health. 
He was considered one of the 
most forceful leaders the league 
has had. 
It was largely through his influ­ 
ence that Judge Kenesaw Moun­ 
tain L,andis was made the first 
commissioner of the professional 
game to settle its difficulties and 
rule it with an iron-hand. 
Heydler. who loved the game 
and followed it until his death, be­ 
lieved in that sort of rule. 
"You must be fair but you've 
got to be tough.” he said. 
He moved to Southern Califor­ 
nia in 1946 with Mrs. Heydler, 
whom he married in 1894 
His health continued to fail but 
he was able to attend the 1951 
baseball meeting in New York 
Since then he had lived in virtual 
seclusion, seeing only a few close 
friends. 
Through 
them, 
and 
through 
newspapers and correspondence. 
he kept in contact with baseball 
developments. 
He watched the struggle in 1951 
by A B. 'Happy Chandler to re­ 
tain his job as successor to Lan­ 
dis. His comment, when Chandler 
lost, was that he wasn't tough 
enough.
